Saigon headquarters reported a 
rash of small incidents across the 
country In one, a terrorist hurled a 
grenade into a house where a large 
crowd was gathered around the sole 
community 
television 
set 
in 
a 
Mekong Delta village. The blast 
killed eight persons and wounded 10. 
spokesmen said 
The U.S command announced the 
pullout of the last combat assault 
helicopter battalion from the far 
north where the last two infantry 
and one artillery battalions are 
waiting for orders to leave. This was 
the 159th Aviation Battalion which 
had 
supported 
the 
U.S. 
101st 
Airborne Division in the northern 
provinces of South Vietnam. 
The command also announced 
4,400 Americans had pulled out of 
Vietnam last week, cutting the U S 
force to 143.700 men This left the 
command 11 days in which to send 
home another 4.700 troops to make 
President Nixon' deadline of no 
more than 139.000 in Vietnam bv 
Feb 1

Deliberate deficit in Presidents budget 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- P r e s ­ 
ident Nixon unveiled a $246.3 billion 
billion federal budget today that 
contained a deliberate $25.5 billion 
deficit. 
He coupled his red. ink 
budget 
with 
a 
demand 
the 
Democratic Congress enact a legal 
ceiling to prevent expenditures from 
going above his figure 
In his formal budget message to 
the 
election-year 
Congress, 
the 
President 
describt‘d 
his 
deficit 
budget as the “ strong but necessary’ 
medicine” required to restore the 
economy to vigorous health. 


“ We take that medicine because 
we need it. not because we like it.” 
he said 


And minutes before the budget 
reached the House and Senate, he 


issued a six paragraph statement 
urging the legislators to “enact a 
rigid ceiling on outlays that will 
prevent the government spending 
more than the $246 billion requested 
in this budget ’ 
“ It is vital that the executive and 
the Congress act together to stop 
raids on the Treasury which would 
trigger another inflationary spiral,” 
the President declared 


“That 
ceiling on expenditures 
should apply equally to the Congress 
and to the executive branch” 
Nixon's prescription of red ink as 
an economic 
tonic was quickly 
questioned by Democrats, including 
potential 
presidential 
nominees 
seeking to oppose him in November. 
Sen F^dmund S. Muskie. D-.Maine. 


told a news conierence the Nixon 
budget 
showed 
a 
“disasterous 
management 
of 
the 
nation's 
economy 
“ He’s turned around so often 
that he resembles a pinwheel more 
than a President with a sense oi 
direction.” 
the 
front-running 
Democratic hopeful said. 


Sen William Proxmire. chairman 
ot the joint congressional Fxonomic 
Committee, said a proposed huge 
increase in the military budget “ is 
indefensible at a time when the 
incremental cost of the Vietnam 
war has dropped by $20 billion 
“ How can we justify spending 
more money tor the I’entagon when 
the Vietnam war is bt'ing wound 
down.” Proxmire asked “ Instead of 


rubbiU'-stamping

request. 1 call upon Congress to cut 
the military budget from last year’s 
level and cut it hard “ 
A key spokesman. Rep George H 
Mahon. I)-Tex . chairman of the 
Hou.se Appropriations Committee, 
said the message .sought to veil a 
“ near disastrous” fiscal situation 


“ No one should btdieve that with 
whooping delicits we can really win 
the tight against inflation.” .Mahon 
declared in a statement 
.Nixon s torecast of a $25 5 billion 
deficit for the 1973 fi.scal year which 
bt'gins July 
1 
was the largest 
delibt'rately budgeted bv anv chief 
executive 
since 
World 
War 
II. 
However, it was well below' the $;18.8 
billion red ink figure he concluded 


with in the present budget year A 
year 
ago. 
the 
President 
had 
predicted an $11 6 billion deficit 
Nixon proposed no major new 
programs but as he did in his State 
of the Union message the President 
urged Congress to act on the major 
programs he failed to win last 
se.ssion — revenue sharing, welfare 
reform, government reorganization, 
health care and other legislation. 
He did 
however advocate an 
increase in military spending — 
recommending that $76 5 billion be 
earm arked 
for 
the 
nation’s 
defen.ses 
He noted however that 
while this accounted for 32 per cent 
of the budget “pie.” it was .still less 
than the 45 per cent he allotted to 
human resources programs

headquarters in Long Binh outside 
Saigon said they were unable to say 
whether 
the ‘practice 
is 
being 
followed all over Vietnam. But they 
did cite a far more restrictive 
regulation 
perm itting 
“ local 
national guests” to enter Long Binh 
itself. That was issued two weeks 
ago 
So far the allowing of prostitues on 
ba.ses has been limited to bases 
along 
South 
Vietnam's 
central 
coast. The gates of military posts in 
Binh Dinh province 250 miles north­ 
east of Saigon, were opened to such 


“gue.sts” several weeks ago .No one 
at Qui Nhon is either able or willing 
to provide a specific date but the 
new practice came more than a year 
after all towns in the area were put 
off limits to soldiers except on 
official business. 
It came less than four months 
after the army itself erected a steel 
wall at the Cam Ranh Bay ba.se, 140 
miles .south of Qui Nhon, for the 
announced purpose of keeping out 
prostitutes and drug sellers The 
girls, clad in the same kind of mod 
clothes they u.sed to wear when they 
worked in the now mostly boarded 
up bars in downtown Qui Nhon. 
cluster nightly at the gates of 
Quincy Compound, headquarters of 
the Qui Nhon Army support Com­ 
mand. and at gates of other bases 
nearby 
As many as 50 or 60 girls stand 
across the street from the gate on a 
typical evening and solicit GIs who 
pass The soldiers are allowed to 
sign the women onto the bases as a 
“ local national guest” on an official 
army roster The girls can then go 
with the GIs to movies, clubs or to 
their rooms in the barracks

grants to state and local governments. But 
the total LEAA budget -$850 million 
would still be lar below the $12 billion 
authorized by Congress two years ago 
Attorney General John N. Mitchell has 
stated repeatedly that the administration 
will not request increased spending tor 
anticrime grants for states and cities until 
the localities involved are fully prepared to 
spend the money to its best advantage 
LEAA s budget this fiscal year is about 
$698 million 
Nixon wants to give the states $480 
million in 1973 and to spend $45 million 
helping educational institutions develop 
manpower in the criminal justice field 
The latest FBI crime report tor the first 


nine months ot this year showed the 
national crime rate had risen 6 per cent 
this year, the lowest rate of increase in five 
years. Nixon, who views the nation’s 
eapitol as a laboratory for his crime 
fighting program because it 
is under 
federal jurisdiction, proudly noted in his 
budget message that the city’s crime rate 
fell about 14 per cent in 1971 
S cattered 
through 
the 
Justice 
Department budget were requests for 
more manpower to tight organized crime 
and narcotics 
The only new program, however, came 
in a one-sentence statement that a special 
consultant 
to 
the 
President 
will 
be 
appointed to lead “ a coordinated attack on 


dope sellers in 24 cities throughout the 
country “ Officials said details would be 
contained later in a special message to 
Congress. 
The Justice Department’s Bureau of 
Narcotics and Dangerous Drugs (BNDD) 
wants to add 124 men under its $71 million 
budget. 66 of them to investigate the new 
program to regulate drug industry abuses 
ot amphetamines and barbiturates' 
The FBI budget of $332 million, up $7.3 
million, seeks no new personnel for the 
first time in memory but does include the 
annual request for a new armored car for 
Director J. Edgar Hoover. 77. the only 
government official outside the President 
to have such a vehicle 
Proposed agriculture 
budget would be trimmed

payments to farmers would rise by more 
than $1.1 billion and rural housing loans 
would be increased sharply — but overall 
the 
proposed 
Agriculture 
Department 
budget for the business year beginning July 
1 calls for trimming net spending to $11 006 
billion, down $605 million from the current 
f iscal year 
The budget disclosed plans to up food aid 
programs run by the department to $4 1 
billion. $269 million higher than the current 
fiscal year and possibly even more But 
these and other increases, including the 
bigger direct crop subsidies, would be 
more than offset by cuts, including reduced 
crop support loans, lower interest costs, a 
cut in food for peace aid. and shifting to the 
use of government insured private funds 
for farm operating loans 
Some other proposed cuts, and decisions 
not to increase current programs, were 
expected to bring protests from farmers 
and their friends in Congress President 
Nixon proposed, for example, to trim 
authorizations 
for 
the 
popular 
Rural 
Environmental Assistance Program —a 
conservation subsidy —from $195.5 million 
in the 1972 crop year down to $140 million 
for 1973. He also proposed a $10 million cut 
—to $93 million in the popular school milk 


subsidy program He refused to propose 
any increase at all in rural electrification 
loans 
Overall farm support spending for the 
new budget year was estimated at $4 374 
billion compared to $4.546 billion for the 
current year 
Growers would be paid $11 billion more 
in the new fiscal year to hold land out of 
production in an effort to reduce surpluses 
But. officials said, the lower production 
levels will automatically reduce the need 
for crop support loans —and the lower 
outlay on crop loans would more than 
offset 
the 
higher 
spending 
on 
land 
retirement payments 
For rural areas generally, the budget 
outlined 
s ever al 
steps 
in 
the 
administration’s 
“ rural 
development" 
program —a bundle of activities aimed 
collectively at halting the farmto-citv 
population drift 


One major effort would come in housing 
With 
rural 
areas 
still 
reporting

dwellings, the budget included plans to step 
up rural housing loans by the farmers 
home administration to $2 164 billion, up 
some $542 million from the current fiscal

Mariner 9 finally getting good look at Mars 


PASADENA

America’s Mars satellite, 
getting down to work after 
delays caused by a giant 
dust storm, completed its 
first 20-day mapping cycle 
this weekend, turning up 
more evidence that Mars is 
a planet of desert hills and 
labyrinthine cayons. 
Tfhe* photos returned to 
Mariner 9 scientists at the 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
show more “dark splotches, 
and canyons, craters, rills 
and 
other 
geological 
phenomena 
a 
Mariner 


spokesman 
reported 
Sun­ 
day 


Included 
in 
the 
latest 
discoveries is another vast 
canyon complex 
“ like a 
chandelier dangling from 
the Martian equator," a 
spokesman* said 
The canyons, as wide as 15 
miles, showed up in a wide- 
angel photo of an area 336 
milos by 264 miles’, the JPL 
spokesman said The depth 
of the ch’asmswas not deter­ 
mined. but scientists hop? to 
tind that later with other 


instruments, the spokesman 
said 
Scientists said the photo 
gives "dramatic evidence of 
erosive projection on the 
fractured 
tableland 
of 
Mars ”

Concerts last week She is the first 
singer to appear here in years with 
the voice to “turn people on” both 
emotionally and cirtically. Lucky 
indeed were the members who took 
advantage of her appearance 
Miss Cariaga. as many other 
artists before her, commented on 
what a great place the Lompoc 
Theater is in which to perform To 
say she had ample voice to fill the 
hall is an understatement for she 
never had to use full voice. 


Her contralto sound was rich and 
full and had a clear open quality 
with no necessity to resort to vocal 
tricks. The technique is consistent 
throughout

register shifts being detected The 
lower tones were produced freely 
from the middle voice without the 
forced chest tones so popular today 
These chest tones are not only ugly 
but damaging to the voice

NEW YORK—(NEA)—It is often said that sports is a 
microcosm of the real world Pity the real world! 
Perhaps there is no truer reflection of the similarity 
between fantasy and fact than when you hold them up 
to the mirror of the law courts. We again see that every­ 
day stupidity and cupidity, suppression and frustration 
are carried over into the pungent arenas of sport. 
The recent court cases of Curt Flood (which continue) 
and that of Muhammad Ali »completed) need no intro­ 
duction here, they are so well known. Hundreds of other 
cases involving sports in 1971 made their small or large 
impact on society, though, and too many are too quickly 
forgotten Following are a few examples: 
In early April, the Mets opened their home baseball 
season. It was a chilly, damp, dank, rainy, miserable 
afternoon. But the Mets had sold 29,000 tickets. To have 
called the game, as reason seemed to shriek, would have 
caused grievous hardship to the team owners, sportsmen 
who adore money. 
Shivering in the stands were three lawyer-fans, who 
didn’t know enough to come out of the rain They knew 
enough to sue. though. Their suit said that the game 
should not have been played, and therefore they should 
have been given rain checks. 
The judge dismissed the case, saying that it was the 
fan’s prerogative to enter and or stay for the game. The 
judge also chalked up the huge attendance to the hardi­ 
ness of Met fans. It was not brought out in this case 
whether those three lawyers were also the ones who once 
requested by mail three tickets to a Mets game behind 
second base. 
Two fight fans in Chicago filed a $10 million suit against 
the promoters of the Muhammad Ali-Joe Frazier heavy­ 
weight title bout. They said they had purchased S15 
closed circuit tickets in the belief that no reproduction 
would be shown for at least six months. Yet, four days 
after the fight, the films, plus a full-length feature, were 
shown in movie houses at prices from $1.50 to $2.59. 
The case is still in the courts. The small consumer awaits 
the defeat of the arrogant robber baron-promoter. 
Some Michigan student leaders tried to bring an in- 
juetion against university officials for prohibiting their 
half-time antiwar show at the Rose Bowl. The judge 
ruled that there was not sufficient time to hear the case. 
One of the student government plaintiffs said: “ I don’t 
think there is such a thing as an unpolitical half time. 
If you don’t do anything, or have a very watered-down 
show on something like ecology, that's political, too.’’ 
Some day a suit will be filed against the football game 
itself for being political.

Hearing set for six arrested 
for selling stolen dynamite 


U.S. Commissioner Arnold Gowans has set a preliminary 
hearing for Jan 31 in Santa Barbara in the case ot six 
persons, including a juvenile boy and 18-year-old girl, 
nabbed by federal and county officers in the act of selling 
600 pounds of stolen dynamite 
Meanwhile, officers expressed some doubts that the 
combined federal-county crackdown on the six has netted 
the entire gang of persons engaged in trafficking m stolen 
explosives 
Held in county Jail on $10,000 bail is unemployed 
ranchhand David I. MacDonald, of Santa Barbara He and 
others are charged with unlawful possession and dealing in 
explosive materials, with MacDonald al.so cited tor 
carrying a firearm while in commission of a felony 
Bail of $1.000 each was also set for RofxTt D Ritorto. 2.5. 
and Timothy Smashey. 21. Arrangements were 
being 
made for tlieir relea.se on bail late Friday Ritorto is a 
laboratory assistant in a Santa Barbara hospital, and 
Smashev is unemployed. 
Released on $100 personal recognizance bonds were 
Linda Schragl. 18. a commercial arti.st. George B 
Grinsingher. 18. a Santa Barbara airlines school student, 
and the 16-year-old boy Later. Grisingher was charged 
with possession of marijuana and was held in jail on the 
felony charge 
The six boxes of dynamite bore the labid “ U S Rower Co 
High Explosives — Dangerous ” The dynamite was 


believed stolen from the company in Illinois, officers said 
The dynamite cache was taken to the Ventura County 
sheriffs department bomb shelter area for examination 
The six persons had been nabbed at a road block set up by 
U S Treasury agents and Santa Barbara and Ventura 
sheriffs officers This came shortly after an undercover 
Treasury agent paid $2.000 to the group in a forest hideaway 
north of Santa Barbara where the dynamite was turned 
over to the agent by the unsuspecting dealers. 


.MacDonald had a 30-30 calibre rifle in his possession and 
the undercover agent did not make the arrest at the time 
fearing a shooting fray might explode the dynamite The six 
persons then drove down Gibraltar Rd near the summit of 
the Santa Ynez Mountains range into the arms of the 
officers 


The defendants haven’t revealed where they obtained the 
dynamite, according to local officers The dynamite had 
IxM'n cached behind a huge rock in the Los Padres National 
Forest near F lores Flat, just off a .service road. 
It was learned today that an undercover agent had 
purchased .some stolen dynamite several months ago from 
persons in this area Arrests were not made then it was 
explained bt'cause it was felt many more persons were in 
the ring and much more dynamite was involved. 
None of the six persons arrested were known to have 
connections with any radical groups, it was stated 


Contribution cut sought 


The County Employees Retirement Assn 
board of 
directors ha.s taken steps which conceivably might lead in 
coming years to cuts in retirement system contributions 
and possibly even higher benefits, it was learned today 
Directors have recommended to the county’s actuarial 
consultants that a higher interest assumption rate be 
placed on behalf of the retirement fund which is invested 
heavily in stocks and securities 
The retirement fund is now nearing the $30-million mark. 
It was di.sclosed, and thus the recommendation to raise the 
interest assumption rate on investment returns from 
pre.sent 4 to 44 percent is seen as a major move 
This move was made after investment counsel Edward B 
Ea.starbuck. Jr ot Santa Barbara, reported that current 
average overall return on invested funds registered 5 1 


percent la.st year, up from 5 percent the previous year 
The Board of Supervisors eventually would have to

We have on our desk a two-page 
memorandum on the Christmas tree 
mulching program undertaken by 
the city in place of the former 
practice of burning Christmas trees 
Reading over the memorandum, 
there is one thing that can be said — 
for preciseness in reporting, city 
forces get an “ A'' mark 
Calculators 
must 
have 
been 
employed in determining that the 
cost of mulching our Yuletide trees, 
in this first year effort, was 19 cents 
per tree We imagine that this cost 
figure is important but at the 
moment, 
we 
do 
not 
know 
specifically why. 
The project cost 
breakdown is inter­ 
esting. One day is 
accounted to Jim 
Brightwell. 
sani­ 
tation 
superin­ 
tendent. 
for 
“ securing 
permission 
for 
vacant lot use and 
posting sites, etc 
Another 
day 
is 
accounted 
to 
M. 
Howerton 
for 
“ supervising 
mulching 
operation “ Bright- 
well 
and 
Howerton s 
day 
added $ 104 60 to the labor costs of 
the project. 


Other accounting shows that one 
equipment operator was used 1.5 
days at a cost of $50.20; one senior 
maintenance man spent 1.5 days and 
another 1.0 days for a cost of $83.66 
and two park maintenance men at 
1.0 days for a cost of $60.64 
The project totalled 7 0 man davs 
at a cost of $299 10. 


Equipment charges involved one 
one-and-a-half ton truck for 2.5 days 
at a cost of $32 and one chipper for 
2.5 days at a cost of $65 Total 
equipment cost. $97 00 
The memorandum also adds 27 
per cent “ benefits” cost at $80 76. 
whatever that is, for a total proiect 
cost of $476 86 or a cost of 19 cents 
per Christmas tree. 


A count of the trees was obviously 
made to arrive at this cost The 
crews 
mulched 
2,514 
of 
the 
evergreens. 
The 
Air 
Force 
generated 300 trees which were 
mulched at the city wastewater 
plant 


Fifty trees didn't get mulched. 
They were destroyed by tire, set by 
vandals. 


It is certainly nice to have such an 
explanatory report on the mulching 
of our Christmas trees. 
We believe, however, that they 
neglected one cost item: 
The cost of preparing the report.

Weed 
clearance 
programs 
employing herbicides were recently 
almost simultaneously announced 
by the Lompoc Fire Department 
and the County. A candy pink 
coating has already been put down 
on the county lot between Lompoc 
Senior 
High 
and 
the 
shopping 
center. Jim Coburn of Coastal 
Agricultural 
Chemical 
Co. 
estimates that the voluntary city 
program covers around three acres 
in 19 small lots. 
The herbicide used in both cases is 
a mixture of Atrazine. also called 
Atrex. and Aminotriazole, which is 
known also as Amizol. Atrazine has 
never come to the fore as a 
potentially dangerous agent It has 
been 
used 
with 
safe 
success, 
according to Coburn, and. like 
Aminotriazole, is biodegradable 
Aminotriazole is an old friend 
from the fifties when a national 
consciousness was just beg inning to 
stir It was the chemical involved in 
the 
incident 
S B 
County 
Agricultural Inspector Glenn Jansen 
refers to as “ The Great Cranberry 
Scare ’’ Remember it? Just before 
the holidays one year, 
it was 
reported that chemical residues 
found on cranberries grown in New 
England and elsewhere had been 
shown to produce cancer in test 
animals. Only after a cranberryless 
Christmas did more detailed studies 
reveal that you would have to bolt 
down 100 pounds of cranberry sauce 
a day for at least one month to be in 
any danger of cancer. 
the 
Feds 
still 
prohibit 
the 
agricultural use of Aminotriazole. 
according 
to 
Inspector 
Jansen, 
because of these findings, but allows 
it to be used in weed suppression 
projects 
such 
as 
those 
locally 
planned because there is no chance 
that people walking across sprayed 
areas could accumulate enough to 
be endangered. 
Professionals gauge the overall 
toxicity of chemicals to mammals 
by a figure called LD-50 which is a 
measurement of the milligrams of 
the chemical rodents in a test group 
would have to eat per each kilogram 
of their body weights to cause death 


in half of the test population (Lethal 
Dosage — 50 per centi. This figure 
is a measurement of overall toxicity 
only, 
not 
cancer 
producing 
properties, according to Jansen 
Both 
locally

herbicides 
appear safe enough by this general 
toxicity rating too Atrazine’s LD-50 
is 3,080. according to Coburn’s 
statistics, 
and 
Aminotriazole’s

number, the less toxic ) The LD-50 
for table salt is 1200 while aspirin 
rates 750 Coburn promises that a 
cat could drink a vat of the mixture 
without getting a hangover. 
The effective sterilization period 
will be two and a half years for the 
county plot behind the shopping 
center, and about six months for the 
private city lots, 
though these 
periods are effected by if and how 
much it rains. 


An essentially identical mixture 
was used on the county plot two or 
three 
years 
ago, 
according 
to 
County Ag Man Roger Allen The 
application was geared to produce 
sterility for two years and half 
growth occurred the second year. 
There are those with philosophical 
objections to any avoidable use of 
herbicides, this writer included But 
this application conforms at least 
with economics. The county plot 
cannot be disced because concrete 
moorings of a former blimp base 
lurk under the soil Spraying saves a 
reported 66 cents per thousand feet 
in the small private lots, perhaps 
more when the saved costs of second 
mechanical clearances are added 
And. with a total economics in 
view, there is no reason to believe 
that our health or the soil’s will have 
to pay for this convenience
